As the owner of a Polaroid Land Camera 
you have one of the finest and most un- 
usual cameras ever produced. Its shutter 
was tested electronically for accuracy 
before it left the factory, and its lens has 
been ground to rigid specifications that 
assure you of needle-sharp pictures. Your 
camera is ruggedly built and will last in- 
definitely if you give it reasonable care. 


YOU'RE ANXIOUS to start taking pictures with 
this exciting new camera and we don't blame 
you. That's why we've kept these instructions 
short — used mostly drawings and few words, 


BECAUSE the Land Camera is unlike any other 
camera in the world, we can’t urge you strongly 
enough to spend only 10 short minutes with 
these instructions. That's all it takes to learn 
the simple—but different-— way of operating 
this camera. And you will be delighted with your 
pictures from the very start.

HOW TO TAKE 
A PICTURE 


Step by step we will show you 
how to take one kind of a pic- 
ture —a simple but common 
kind. Itis an outdoor picture, 
taken close enough to be a 
good informal portrait.

To OPEN Camera 


A. SET THE SHUTTER 


SL Turn this shutter dial 


Meter shows shutter 
setting directly 


The shutter dial automatically selects the right com- 
bination from 2 separate shutter speeds and 6 dif- 
ferentlens settings. Using this famous Land Camera 
“shutter number”’ system, you're not bothered with 
f stops or complicated fractions. On the Model 80, 
the numbers run from 2 to 9, instead of 1 to 8 asin 
previous Polaroid Land Cameras. 


Your Polaroid Exposure Meter (Model PR-23) tells 
you which number to use. (Set shutter per instruc- 
tions with film.) Keep it clipped right to the camera 
whenever you're taking outdoor pictures. Be sure 
knob under lens is set at ‘'I"’. 


Always set the dial exactly on the number — you can 
feel it click in place. If you do not have the meter, 
estimate light conditions according to the exposure 
guide packed with the picture roll. For this first 
“sample” picture, let’s assume you're out of doors 
on a sunny day. Set the shutter to No. 5. 


B. FOCUS THE LENS 


Judge the distance be- 
tween the lens and the 
subject. Focus by turn- 
ing the lens-mount to 
the correct distance 
mark. At distances be- 
low 8 feet, estimate dis- 
tance as accurately as 
possible. For our sam- 
ple picture, stand about 
5 feet from the subject, 
and set the lens-mount 
so 5 is under the ; 

pointer. Keep lens clean by first blowing off 
loose lint or dust particles. Then polish 
gently with lens tissue or soft, lint-free cloth, 


C. NOW, YOU'RE READY 
to take the picture!

NW com THE PRINT 


Use the Polaroid Print Coater 
packed with each picture roll. Im- 
portant: Get the habit of coating 
your pictures right away, before 
you forget. The coater covers your 
prints with a tough, plastic finish 
which gives them lasting protection 
against print hazards in storingand 
handling. 


It’s easy to do. It takes only seconds. 
First, take the curl out of the print 
by drawing face up over any handy 
edge, such as a table edge. 


Then, apply print coater according 
to instructions on container, being 
careful not to miss any corners or 
edges. 


Allow print to dry. Don’t stack pic- 
tures or handle them until coating 
is completely dry 


How to correct operating errors 


TAB HARD TO PULL — Two things can make the tab hard to pull: 


1. When the tab for the previous picture is not pulled far 
enough, the stop pins won't release the film. Be sure to pull 
the tab all the way for each picture. Here's how you tell —

(If you're sure you've pulled tab far enough, and film still doesn't re- 
lease, simply close and lock the cutter bar, then reopen it all the way.) 


2. When the tab is not pulled straight out, it will get harder 
and harder to pull with each picture. To prevent this, always pull 
the tab straight out, never downward, upward, or to either side. 


FILM TEARS IN CAMERA — If either of the above errors are made, 
tab will pull hard and film may tear if you force it. On the other 
hand, torn film may result from pulling tab too fast and tearing 
through stop holes. 


INCORRECT EXPOSURE — If your picture turns out too light, it is 
overexposed. Correct it by using a higher shutter number. If it 
is too dark, it is underexposed, so use a lower shutter number. 
If it is still too dark at #2, atime exposure is needed. (See page8.) 


The three common causes of fuzzy 
pictures are shown at right. Check 
focus again. Be sure to hold the 
camera securely. Try holding your 
breath when you press the shutter 
release. Don’t punch release; 
squeeze it slowly.

INDOOR PICTURES 


Your Highlander Camera will take 
good pictures indoors, day or night, 
without any special lighting equip- 
ment. The new fast Polaroid PolaPan 
200 Land Film (Type 32) is partic- 
ularly useful for snapshots using 
just the light coming in window on 
a bright day. 


Try shutter 42 with subject placed 
near window. On darker days or 
with Type 31 Film you can take 
time exposures by simply turning 
the knob just below the lens from 
“I"" to “B''. Find a steady support 
for the camera. A tripod is best, but 
if you haven't one, use a tabletop. 
A cable release will eliminate chance 
of camera motion. Connect it as 
illustrated. 


In a brightly-lighted room start by 
setting shutter at #2 and holding the 
release down for 4 seconds if using 
Type 31 Film, 2 seconds with Type 
32. If the picture is too dark, double 
the exposure on the next shot; if too 
iight, cut the time in half. You'll soon 
find the correct exposure, 


FLASH PICTURES 


Your Highlander Camera is syn- 
chronized for sharp, easy-to-take 
flash pictures indoors or out. All 
you do is clip the Polaroid B-C 
Flash Gun Model 281 to the acces- 
sory slide on the side of the cam- 
era. All electrical connections are 
built into the camera, out of sight. 
Full instructions on how to take 
flash pictures come with each flash 
gun. In addition, there is a built-in 
exposure guide on each gun that 
tells you just how to set the camera 
for any kind of picture.

281 is designed specifically for 
your Highlander Camera, combin- 
ing sure-fire ‘‘B-C’' power with new 
compact styling and engineering.
